Smithwest Arkansas counties nttond- 
i™ the first breeding school at Hopo 
Londuclcd by the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service with the assistance of 
the DeparUncnt of Animal Industry 
of the University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture.

,'trd, Head. Department of Animal In- 
dustry, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mr. M. W.

You recall that the bill you voted 


for last November, Act 314, provided 
that "all actions for damages of ac- 
cidents or deaths must be brought in 
the county in which the accident or 
death occurs or in the' county where 
the person injured or killed RESIDED 
AT THE TIME OF THE INJURY." 


The purpose of Act 314 was obvious 


—it was to stop the practice of trans-1 
fcrring damage suits on a wholesale 
scale from various counties to cer- 
tain counties where juries were con- 
sklcv.ed "more 
favorable." 


Now, 
Senate Bill No. .10 alters the 


language of Act 314 from "where the 
person injured or killed RESIDED 
AT THE TIME OF THE INJURY" to 
simply "where the injured party re- 
sides," or^ words to that effect. 


The significance of this change is 


obvious. Act 314 required trial either 
in the county of the accident, or the 
actual home county of the plaintiff. 
But under Senate Bill No. 40 an at- 
torney could have his client, AFTER 
THE ACCIDENT, pick any county he 
wanted to as his home, move there, 
nnd compel trial in that county. Sen- 
ate Bill No. 40 would destroy Act 314. 


I think we should strive to be abso- 


lutely fair to all parties, to the law- 
yers ns well as to the spirit of ab- 
stract justice. 


But no fair-minded man will tol- 


erate for an instant the skulldudgery 
that appears to lie behind Senate Bill 
No, 40. 


This matter was debated-throughout 


fact 
that Southwest Arkansas live- the press and public meeting places 


of Arkansas all last: fall. The people 
decided once and for all in a free 
election in November. 
Neither the 


legislature nor any of its duly elected 
members have any right to raise this 
question; 
particularly, they 
don't 


have the right to present it in the 
sly and intriguing manner which they 
have chosen. 


Lookadoo and Mitchell should with- 


draw their bill. 


Meanwhile, members of the house 


are given notice of what they may 
expect if they vote for this measure 
should it come up in the lower cham- 
ber.

Limit Is Set 
on Lease-Lend 


Final Restriction 
Placed on Aid to 
Great Britain 


WASHINGTON—Wl-Thc adminis- 


tration leadership suggested and the 
house quickly adopted Friday night a 
sharp 
limitation on the extent to 


which, under the lease-lend bill, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt may transfer to other 
nations American military and naval 
equipment already on hand or for 
which appropriations have been made. 


The limit fixed was one-tenth of 


total appropriations for defense for the 
fiscal year 1941. The exact figure was 
left subject to some dispute but all 
agreed 
the appropriation total lay 


between 512,000,000,000 and 513,000,000,- 
00. Hence the transfer limitation is 
from 51,200,000,000, to be determined 
later. 


As the bill stood at the close of the 


day, 
the value of any present naval 


or military equipment o rcquipment 
provided for in the vast appropria- 
tions heretofore made will be com- 
puted before it can be sent to Eng. 
land. And no more than about $1,300,- 
000,000 worth of it may be so trans- 
ferred. The amendment did not stip- 
ulate how the valuation was to be ar- 
rived at. 


Its proposal came as a surprise to all 


factions. Throughout a day of haggl- 
ing over amendments, the leaders op- 
pose dany further concessions to crit- 
ics of the bill. Before the session be- 
gan ,they announced no more conces- 
sions would be made. 


They successfully beat off Republi- 


can proposals that the president be 
forbidden to transfer any purl of the 
navy to other countries without con- 
gressional consent, no New Deal labor 
laws were to be suspended under the 
measure and Russia be specifically ex- 
cluded from the nations which might 
be helped.

8 Die as Blaze 
Hits Salvation 
Army Mission 


25 Others Badly 
Burned in Tragedy 
at Dallas 
Saturday 


DALLAS —(/P)— Death loll in a 


fire that swept through the Salvation 
Army's men's lodge and mission reach- 
ed eight early Saturday as rescuers 
poked through the smoking shell of 
the two-story hotel in the heart of 
the business district. 


None had 
been 
identified Maj. 


Ernest Pickering of 
the 
Salvation 


Army said 25 other men were badly 
burned or otherwise injured in the 
sudden roaring blaze originating in 
a room where the clothing of 57 
transient was being dcloused. 


The scene was described as one of 


unspeakable horror. 


Witnesses said the transients, crowd- 


ing the lodge to capacity because 
of cold weather, dashed to the rear 
of an upstairs floor when the flames 
suddenly burst from 
the delousing 


room, thinking there was an exist. 


Finding none, many of them wrap- 


ped blankets about their bodies or 
flung themselves nude threw the wall 
of chemical fire, stampeding down the 
stairs and bursting/into the street. 


Others flung themselves from se- 


cond-floor windows. 


Fire Chief L. M. Funk said that 


the blaze which threw the transients 
into maddened panic originated from 
improper use of inflammable chem- 
icals and natural gas.

During training the 
future pilots receive §75 a month 
in .addition to food, clothing, quar- 
ters. When commissioned their pay 
jumps to $205.

Ahead of them will be a final 


Len week advanced flying course at 
Kelly Field. Then they will be com- 
nissioncd as Second Lieutenants in 
the Air Corps and will be awarded 
the coveted pair of wings, emblem 
of military pilots. 


Uncle Sam now has more than 10,- 


000 trained airplane pilots, but an 
additional 12,000 officer-fliers are to 
be trained in the coming year, ac- 
cording to Air Corps plans. Each 
of these pilots-to-be will be given the 
same course of instruction that the

Randolph Field 
graduating 


class has received. 


They started their flight training 


last September at one of 18 primary 
flying schools in various sections of 
the country.

Hitler Has to 
Strike, Is View 


India Secretary 
Warns His Audi- 
ence in London 


LONDON—(/P)—L. S. Amery, secre- 


tary of state for India, told a London 
audience Saturday that the next big 
move by Adolf Hitler "is imminent" 
and that "the only German hope for 
a decisive result is conquest of Eng- 
land." 


"There is only one direction 
in 


which Hitler can hope for decisive 
results and that is the invasion and 
conquest of this island," said Amery. 


He said the Fuehrer's position "is 


difficult" and he is bound to make 
"a supreme effort." 


"Let none of us underrate the for- 


midable nature of that effort or the 
magnitude of the peril which con- 
fronts us," he added. 


"The Nazi tiger is not as fresh as he 


was," Amery said, "but we may have 
to face losses and sacrifices and re- 
strictions such as we have not dream- 
ed of hitherto."

Italians in 
Libya Collapse 


Fall of Bengasi 
Cuts Off Defenders 
to South 


CAIRO 
— (IP)— 
British 
headquar- 


ters announced Saturday that "op- 
erations south of Bengasi are proceed- 
ing satisfactorily" 
and Italians, cut 


off from retreat after the fall of that 
last big eastern Libya 
stronghold, 


were reported "surrendering in large 
numbers." 


Italian resistance south of the cap- 


tured naval and military base has 
collapsed completely, the British said. 


In Eritrea, on the East African

Arnold Is SHU Shooting Works on 
Nazi Tieups in U. S. Industry 


WTSHINGTON - Back of the De- 


partment of Justice's anti-trust low 
indictment of leading corporations and 
individuals in the magnesium industry 
is tin ntnazing story of how one gov- 
ernment agency got worried about na- 
tional defense bottlenecks long before 
the current defense program even 
got started—and set out to do some- 
thing about them. 


In 1938 one of the antl-tnist di- 


vision's keen young attorney's went 
to Thurmnn Arnold, head of the divis- 
ion, with this assertion: 


"Europe is gelling ready for a war, 


and when the war comes this coun- 
try 
vvill spend a lot of money on 


defenses. I think Germany is in shape 
'to delay or cripple any such effort 
that we may make because of lha 
network of patent controls and trade 
agreements that exist between Ger- 
man 
nnd 
American 
corporations. 


Shouldn't the anti-trst division begin 
looking into these tilings?" 


Srnold agreed, and a long, quiet 


preliminary investigation was made. 
As a result, Arnold wrote a letter 
to Harry Woodring, then secretary of 
war, 
on Jan. 25 1940, citing seven 


vital fields in which German interests 
had gained a measure of control over 
production in the U. S. of strategic 
defense materials. 


And So—Arnold Went to 


Work 


The War Department did nothing 


about 
it, although Arnold's 
letter 


warned that "it is not too much to 
say that he siuaion is dangerous." 
Arnold hereupon went to work—de- 
spile an inadequate budget nnd staff 
—to bring some anti-trust prosecu- 
tions.

Next came an indictment accusing 


the General Electric Co. and the Ger- 
man firm of Krupp of maintaing a

patent and trade agreement govern- 
ing the sale of hard metal composi- 
tions for machine tool and does. The 
effect, the anti-trust division charg- 
ed, was to discourage and cut down 
the use of tungsten carbide in the 
U. S. machine tool industry. 


According to anti-trust division ex- 


perts, tungsten carbide was sold in 
Germany at a price slightly more 


tH«ri one^feijth the price In the U*. S., 
it Was Used 20 times more \vldeiy In 
eonsequfchce, and Its wide Use was 
of enormous advantage to Hitler when 
German industry wns re-tooled for 
war production.

Electricity Is 
an Extra 'Hand' 


Home Feed-Grind- 
ing Cost Half That 
of Custom Job 


Hemtsead county farmers who now 


have electricty can take advantage of 
this new farm aid to cut their farm- 
ing costs by using it to grin their own 
feed, Oliver L. Adams, county agent, 
said today. Small electric grinders may 
reduce feed grinding costs to less thon 
half the cost of custom grinding. 


Several styles of electric feed grind- 


ers are available. They are small in 
in size compared with most of the 
grinders that are used with tractors 
and other gasoline engines. 
Most 


electric grinders require motors very- 
ing in"size from one-half horsepower 
to 5-horsepower for their operation. 


Hammer mills operated with one- 


half horsepower motors can be ob- 
tained which are capable of grinding 
all of the grain that most farmers 
need. These mills are small, and they 
grind slowly. To avoid wasting time 
they should be equipped so that they 
can grind without having someone 
in constant attendance, suggests Earl 
L. Arnold of the University of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture. Many 
farmers 
build large hopilprs over 


the mills arid large bins under them. 
The hoppers are filled with grain 
and the mills grind while the farm- 
er is working at other jobs. 


If corn on the cob- or other rough- 


age is to be ground, a mill operated 
by a motor of at least 3-horsepower 
should bbe used, the agricultural dn- 
gineer said. Mills specially built for 
use with electric motors of from 3 
to 5-horsepower are capable of do- 
ing very satisfactory jobs of grind- 
ing roughage. If a portable motor- 
is used for these larger mills, it 
can be used for other power jobs 
when feed is not being ground.

Fall Oats Best, But Spring 
Crop Will Bolster Feed 


Best Varieties for 
Hempstead County 
Are Listed 


Though the results of 21' years of 


study conducted by the University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture 
have shown that fall planted oats 
can be counted on to outyield spring 
oats by about 35 per cent on the 
average, oats planted now will ma- 
ture Jn June just about the time 
most corn cribs are beginning to 
take on that "vacated" appearance, 
according to Oliver L. Adams, coun- 
ty agent. 


Farmers who did not plant enough 


fall oats and even those who have 
enough corn to last until the 1D41 
corn crop is ready for harvest are 


.' advised 
to plant spring oats, 
the 


county agent said, as a means of 
ensuring their fodd supplies against 
possible drought or other bad wea- 
ther this summer.

planting in Hempstead county are Ap- 
pier, Hastings Hundred-Bushel, Nor-
